Departnent  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1952* 

Tlie  nmiber  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  345  - ten  fewer  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  128  - also  ton 
fewer  than  in  the  pi^evious  year*  One  mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth,  seven 
infants  were  stillborn  and  s±x  infants  died  under  the  age  of  twelve  months* 

Forty  five  co-ses  of  infectious  disease,  other  than  tuberculosis,  were 
notified  during  tho  year*  Most  of  those  related  to  cases  of  measles*  There  was 
no  case  of  serious  infectious  disease* 

Seven  now  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  but  one  of  the  pulmonary  typo,  were 
notified  during  tho  year*  Five  of  these  were  in  tlio  20-30  age  group,

Expectant  mothers 
receive  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(h)  Infant  welfare  clinics  arc  held  fortnightly  at  Aberayron,  Lampeter  and  New  Quay, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses  who  are 
also  state  registered  nurses, 

(d)  The  health  visitors  who  cover  the  area  are  stationed  at  Cross  Inn,  Lampeter,

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  district 
nurse.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  regularly  taken  from  the 
^najor  schemos,  A source  yielding  unsatisfactory  results  is  inspected  and  suitable 
remedial  measures  are  advised* 

Applications  for  consent  to  use  water  for  domestic  purposes  undor  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture’s  grant-aided  water  schemes  are  considered*  Where  the  results  are 
unsatisfactory,  further  protective  measures  are  reoonraonded  before  consent  can  be 
given. 

During  the  year  several  water  schemos  yielded  unsatisfactory  results,  the 
principal  offenders  being  Llanon  and  Dihewid*  The  Council  undertook  remedial 
measures  in  both  instances, 

MTION/iL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19A8 

Case  (a)  from  Llanon,  aged  78  yea,rs,  referred  to  in  last  year's  Annual  Report, 
was  detained  undor  ronowed  orders  of  three  months  each  for  a total  period  of  six 
months,  Theroafter  she  agrood  to  stay  at  the  Welfare  Home  and  gave  up  the  tenancy 
of  her  cottage. 

Case  (b)  agod  66  yoars  from  Pennant  was  found  to  bo  living  in  insanitary 
conditions.  Her  left  log  was  grossly  swollen  and  was  covorod  with  a mass  of  ulcers. 
She  covered  both  these  and  her  foot  in  sacks,  Sho  was  not  registcrod  with  any 
doctor  and,  although  I made  special  application  to  the  Executive  Council  on  her 
behalf  to  place  her  on  a doctor's  list,  no  doctor  practising  in  the  area  was  prepared 
to  accept  her.  The  roaoon  for  this  was  that  sho  refused  to  roceivo  medical 
attention.  It  was  obvious,  after  an  interview  at  her  house,  that  tho  case  was  one 
of  insanity.  I,  therefore,  arranged  for  her  to  bo  seen  ty  a consulting  psychiatrist 
of  tho  Regional  Hospital  Board  who  advised  her  immediate  removal  to  hospital.  She 
was  accordingly  cortifiod  under  tho  Lunacy  Acts  and  removed  to  St,  David's  Hospital, 
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It  was  later  discovered  that  she  had  previously  boon  a patient  at  this  hospital, 
before  moving  to  Cardiganshire, 

^ Case  (c)  aged  89  years  from  Llanonp  also  living  alone,  persistently  wandered 
upon  the  highway  and  had  nearly  met  with  an  accident.  Corroborative  written  evidence 
to  this  effect  had  been  received  from  several  sources.  At  night  her  front  door  was 
tied  by  neighbours  with  rope  so  that  she  could  not  come  out.  Her  own  doctor  drew 
my  attention  to  the  case  stating  that,  at  present,  she  was  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  Her  next  of  kin,  a nephew  from  South  Wales,  was  sent  for  by  the 
District  Welfare  Officer  and  he  offered  to  talco  her  back  with  him  but  she  refused. 

In  the  circomstanccs,  ho  felt  that  a Homo  was  the  only  proper  place  for  her  to  be  in. 
By  this  bime  her  condition  was  deteriorating  and  a mild  confusional  state  was 
beginning  to  demonstrate  itself.  Her  own  doctor  and  myself  applied  to  a Justice  of 
the  Peace  to  remove  her  to  a Welfare  Homo,  The  Justice  found  the  facts  proved  and 
granted  the  Order,  After  about  a v/oek  at  the  Welfare  Horae,  her  conduct  became  such 
that  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  i/as  obliged  to  certify  her  under  the 
Lunacy  Acts,  She  was  removed  to  St,  David* s Hospital,  Carmarthen,  where  she  settled 
down  satisfactorily.  She  appeared  quite  happy  when  an  old  friend  from  Llanon  visited 
her. 

Case  (d),  aged  88  years,  from  the  outskirts  of  Aberayron  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  tlio  Council  under  the  normal  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 

194^,  Authority  to  apply  for  her  removal  was  granted  by  tho  Council,  She  was  living 
alone  and  had  not  boon  to  bod  for  years.  Her  known  relatives  were  contacted,  in 
particular  her  nephew  from  Llanrhystyd  who  tried  to  persuade  her  to  accept  a Home 
Help,  He  also  tried  to  obtain  accommodation  in  a nursing  homo,  but  tho  matron  I’fo.a 
of  opinion  that  she  could  not  give  tho  necessary  attention,  owing  to  staff  shortage. 
The  nephew,  thereafter,  vrroto  to  mo  stating  that,  in  the  circumstances,  her  romovol 
to  a Welfare  Homo  would  bo  carried  out  with  his  fVill  consent.  The  case  was  heard 
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by  the  Aberayron  bench  of  magistrates  and  supporting  evidence  was  given  by  the  lady*s 
doctor*  An  order  for  her  removal  was  granted  by  the  magistrates*  On  admission 
Ao  the  Welfare  Home,  she  \^s  found  to  be  verminous  and  in  a filthy  condition.  In  a 
few  weeks  her  condition  deteriorated  and  she  died  from  natural  causes. 

Case  (e)  in  the  late  sixties  from  Caervradros  was  brought  to  my  notice  by  the 
lady’s  o\.jn  doctor.  She  had  suffered  from  a heart  attack  and  was  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment.  She  was  living  alone  and  at  some  distance  from  other  habitations.  When 
the  ambulance  arrived  to  take  her  to  hospital,  she  refused  to  go.  An  urgency  order 
under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951>  was  sought  by  the  lady's  doctor 
and  myself  j A Justice  of  the  Peace  found  the  facts  proved  and  granted  the  order 
for  the  iuU  period  of  throe  weeks.  She  was,  thereupon,  moved  to  Tanybwlch  hospital. 
After  treatment  lasting  some  weeks,  relatives  of  hers  agreed  to  take  her  to  live  with 
them  and  she  is  now  properly  cared  for. 

Several  other  cases  were  kept  under  regular  observation.  These  included  a 
90  year  old  retired  clergyman  from  Drefach  who  \m.s  living  alone  and  another  lady 
from  Pennant,  The  clergyman  eventually  entered  the  Lampeter  Welfare  Home 
voliintarily  and  informed  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at  a later  stage  that,  had  he 
known  that  there  was  such  a comfortable  place  in  the  Welfare  Home,  ho  would  have 
entered  it  years  agol  The  lady  from  Pennant  was  taken  in  and  cared  for  by  relatives 
near  Aberystwyth. 

GSI'JSRAL 

The  usual  weekly  and  quarterly  records  of  infectious  disease  wero  fon^fardGd  to 
the  Registrar-General  and  the  monthly  records  of  tuberculosis  notifications  \^rero 
transmitted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  records  of  admission  and  discharge 
of  tuberciilous  patients  from  hospital  wore  examined  and  suitable  action  taken.  The 
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monthly  doath  returns  ffom  the  District  Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths  wore  sorted 
and  the  lists  of  Transferable  Deaths  checkode  Discrepancies  wore  notified  to  the 
Re gis tr ar-Gonor al . 

A number  of  complaints,  both  oral  and  ^n’itten,  were  investigated  and  suitable 
action  irac-  talcen. 

Reports  required  by  the  Welsh  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  were  also  prepared  during  the  year, 

CONCLUSION 

From  the  vital  statistics  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  health  of  tho  community 
in  the  Aberayron  Rural  District  Council* s area  continues  to  be  good.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1952, 

1*  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Village  Sev/erage  Schemes  in  the  Aborayron  Rural  District  are  non-existent. 

It  is  gratifying  however  to  sec  steps  being  taken  to  provide  public  sewers  to  so 
small  a village  even  as  Talsorn  where  the  scheme  is  being  constructed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Council* s Housing  Programme  for  the  Village, 

Progress,  although  not  as  rapid  as  we  would  wish,  has  been  made  to  secure  a 
scheme  for  Llanon,  the  largest  village. 

During  1952  sixteen  applications  were  granted  for  the  conversion  of  earth  closets 
to  the  water  carriage  system, 

2,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Council* s lorry  collects  refuse  once  fortnightly  in  the  larger  villages  and 
once  monthly  in  the  more  scattered  rural  coimnunities. 

While  the  financial  implications  are  appreciated  it  must  be  stated  that  refuse 
should  be  collected  in  all  villages  once  a ^^rook.  This  could  be  a big  step  towards 
ending  unauthorised  dumping  which  is  particularly  prevalent  in  rivers  and  along  their 
banks.  The  villagers*  difficulty  is  often  that  of  storing  domestic  refuse  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks  and  in  some  instances  one  month  before  collection,

In  July  1952  the  Council  appointed  Mr,  John  Evans  as  Rodent  Operator,  In 
addition  to  the  treatment  of  premises,  the  operator  was  occupied  in  administering 
the  provisions  of  the  Threshing  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks  Regulations  1950  during  the 
Threshing  Season,  There  was  no  case  of  non-compliance  which  warranted  statutory 
action  being  token.

Housing  Act,  I9A9.  Improvement  Grants 

Applications  for  the  improvement  of  five  dwelling  houses  qualified  for  Grant 
during  1952,  under  relevant  Sections  of  tho  Housing  Act,  1949,  which  are  administered 
by  tho  County  Council. 

A wolcoiaed  ajiiondmont  to  the  Act  which  cane  into  operation  on  let  November,  1952, 
entitled  property  owners  to  claim  grants  for  improvement  work  costing  between  £150 
and  £8C0,  Prior  to  this  the  qualifying  expenditure  \-tcls  £100  to  £600  whore  prospective 
grantOGS  often  failed  duo  tc  the  present  high  building  costs. 

Twenty  two  houses  were  completed  by  tlie  Council  during  tho  year  and  76  wore 
under  construction  on  31st  December,  1952, 

Ono  house  was  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  tho  year  and  8 wore  under 
construction  on  31st  December,  1952, 
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Factorios  .ictSt  1937  and  1948 


Tho  rogister  of  Factories  has  now  boon  compared  with  that  of  tho  H.  H, 
Inspector  of  Factories  and  brought  up  to  date. 

Factories  where  iiechanical  Power  is  used  number  20,  while  there  are  12 
Factories  where  Mechanical  Pov/er  is  not  used. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  inspections  of  all  promises,  but  it 
hoped  to  subroit  a fall  report  on  this  aspect  of  tho  work  at  a later  date.
